A recent statement by Colonel Dan Spry, 
International Scout Commissioner, caught 
my eye. We reprint it here in the hope 
that it will help you. 

“In my journeys through other lands, I 
come across devoted Scouters (professional 
and volunteer) who seem to be not only the 
mainspring of Scouting in their particular 
area, but have become ‘the whole works.’ 
I mean, each man seems to be filling a 
number of offices and soon finds himself 
wielding considerable power in Scout affairs, 
whether he wants to or not. 

I admire the energy of these men, but 
wonder if such concentration of power is 
desirable. It would be hard to find a suc- 
cessor to such a man. Others would be fright- 
ened off by the multiplicity of jobs and 
positions he held. The first Baron Acton 
wrote: ‘Power tends to corrupt and absolute 
power corrupts absolutely.’ I won’t presume 
to speculative suggestions, but there is some 
danger if we have too many one-man bands!”
